The following is copied from the “‘ Alta ”: 


Senator Baker had a warm reception at 
ingfeld, Ill., [the President’s bome,} on 
the 27th. James C. Conkling delivered the 
reception address in the Conrt House. Sena- 
tor Baker’s reply occupied three-quarters 
of an hoor. He expressed earnest hopes 
of the Union, and discarded the idea of a} 
Pacitic Republic. 

David Wilmot also arrived at Springfield; 
he will bein the Cabinet. 

A convention of mechanics and working 
men was held at Louisville, on the 27th. 
Strong Union resolations were passed, and 
also favoring a national Working Men’s 
Convention, and discountenancing ultra 
politicians. 

At Barnom’s Hotel, Baltimore, on the 
night of the 27th, an informal meeting of 
merchants, members of the bar, and others, 
was uddressed by conservatives, Union-. 
loving men. | 

Several army officers of South Carolina. 
have resigned. Resignation of Postmasters 
received daily. 

Governor Hicks, of Maryland, positively 
refuses to call an extra session of the Legi 
lature for fear of secession, as alleged. 

The Committee of Thirty-three rejected 
Rust’s propositions by a strict party vote. 

The dispatch in relation to Major Ander- 
son’s movement created great excitement in 
Congress. 

Three hundred men have been sent from 
the Charistown Navy Yard to the Macedo- 
nian, at Portsmouth. 

Fort Moultrie and Castle Pinkney are 
held by State troops, under instructions 
from the Governor to hold peaceable pos- 
session for the protection of Government 
property. The two forts were held by 
twelve U. S. troops, who probably surrend- | 
ered without resisting. No collision is an 
ticipated. The excitement is subsiding. 

The Cabinet was in session for six hours 
on the 28th. 

The Commissioners of South Carolina 
present conflicting reports of the proceed- 
ings. One of the Commissioners demanded 
the immediate withdrawal of the troops or 
they would retarn to South Carolina and pre- 
pare for the worst. Another is, that they 
asked the President, if Anderson’s move- 
ment was by his orders which was respond- 
ed to negatively, and that Anderson acted 
on his own authority. They even requested 
the President to order Anderson) back to 
Fort Moaltrie, upon which no agtion had 
been taken by the Cabinet at its adjourn- 
ment. It is further stated that Holt urged 
defence, and the other members a further 
evacuation, if necessary. 

The act of Major Anderson is generally 
commended by Union men in Washington 
and all over the country, for among other 
reasons, Fort Moultrie is comparatively 
weak and might be taken by the mob. 
Sumpter is impregnable, and could be re- 
duced only by seige, thus avoiding immedi- 
ate conflict. 

A letter from Major Anderson, to a 
friend in Baltimore, on the 25th ult., (he 
moved to Sumpter on the 26th ult.) shows 
he then contemplated the movement on the 
night of the 28th. 

Troops were pouring 
from all directions. 

In Georgia troops had been called on to 
join the South Carolina forces. 

South Carolina has resisted a forced loan, 
(?) the five hundred thousand dollar loan, 
previously ordered, having been apportioned 
among the wealthy men ofthe State, under 
penalty of being considered disaffected. 

Postmaster General Holt has sent an 
order to the Postmaster at Charleston, to 
remit the balance due from his office ; and 
if he does not comply with the demand, the 
Federal Government will enforce the order, 
and will also stop the mails if interfered 
witb.

The “ Harriet Lane” was 
getting ready for sea with sealed orders. 

All was quiet at Raleigh, North Caro- 
lina, on the 28th. The members of the 
Legislature were going home.
